6. (Original) The method of claim 5 wherein [(Ci-C4)alkyl]0H is EtOH. 

7. (Currently amended) The method of claims 1 , 2, or 3 [[or 4]] wherem R' is 2- 
(trimethylsilyl)ethyl. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7 wherein R' is removed with TBAF.
